CLOSE SUPREME COURT DECISIONS^ 


Within the qext year or two the American 
people may be called upon to ratify or reject a 
constitutional amendment providing 
that 
the 
United State» Supreme Court cannot declare in­ 
valid and unconstitutional any act of Congreas 
unless it be by a vote of át least seven to two. 
The progressive element in Congress is aroused 
i<y recent decisions of the court which have had 
a bare majority. Notably among these was the 
ruling holding the child lal>or law void, and the 
decent verdict against the validity of the min­ 
imum wage law. 
There is a*good deal of meijjb in th® 
move­ 
ment for such an amendment. If a very large 
' majority or at least seven of the nlhe members of 
| the court decide that an act is unconstitutional, 
then it is pretty likely to be unconstitutional. 
But in e case where five members decide one 
way and four the other, it raises the question 
* as to whetHer &e alt in question really it out 


of line with the^ principles laid down in the con­ 
stitution. And Congress, or a part of it; objects 
to ||aving its legislation go for nought by the 
word of o¿ly otie; man, even though he be a 
supreme court justice.—Gadsden Journal.
